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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a drill template, classified in class 408, subclass 67. 

II. Claims 21-26, drawn to a method of forming a pattern of holes in a 
structure, classified in class 408, subclass 1 R. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed in Group II can be practiced by hand. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. David Bowls on February 10, 2006 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-20. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
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Office action. Claims 21-26 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-12 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0170082 A1 to Garcia et al. 

Garcia et al. discloses a drill template (10), which includes a vacuum housing 
(1 1) with a skirt (16) having a contact surface (17) formed to an exact fit with a surface 
of an aircraft fuselage structure (100), and enclosing an interior space (15) to form a 
vacuum chamber (see figs. 2, 3). At least one drill guide bushing (52) extending 
through the vacuum housing from a top surface (14) to an interior surface of the vacuum 
housing (see fig. 2). At least one drill support attachment (21) positioned near the drill 
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guide bushing (see figs.1 , 2). At least one vacuum port (30) that is integral to the 
vacuum housing (see figs.1 , 3). At least one index hole for positioning and aligning the 
vacuum housing on the aircraft fuselage structure (see paragraph [0028]), the index 
hole extending from the top surface to the contact surface of the vacuum housing (see 
paragraph [0028]). An edge of part locator (102) formed according to a solid model of 
the aircraft fuselage structure and fitting to a precise location of the aircraft fuselage 
structure (see figs. 2, 3). The vacuum port provides vacuum communication from an 
external opening to the interior surface (see fig. 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
